Would  you  like  to  learn 
pidgin  Maori? 

If  you  are  of  Polynesian  des¬ 
cent  and  live  in  New  Zealand, 
you  iH-obably  speak  pidgin 
Maori  at  home  bul  have  a  dif¬ 
ficult  time  learning  English  in 
school. ,  This  dialect  is  dying 
out,  but  presents  a  problem 
among  school  children. 

Ian  J.  Menzies,  New  Zea¬ 
land  farm  chemical  distribu¬ 
tor,  commented  on  this  educa¬ 
tional  problem  in  a  recent  in¬ 
terview  granted  to  this  Missou¬ 
rian  reporter. 

At  this  time  he  was  touring 
Iowa  farms  and  observing  mar¬ 
keting  and  management  tech¬ 
niques  in  Alabama,  Texas,  and 
Tennessee.  He  is  manager  of 
New  Zealand  distribution  of 
Olin-chemicals.  His  past  three- ; 
weelffi’  visit  in  the -United 
States  was  made  to  observe  aU 
apsects  of  ehemical  use,  from 
marketing  to  productkMi,  es¬ 
pecially  to  sift  the  processes 
and  take  new  ideas  to  apply  on 
New  Ziealand  '‘stations” 
(farms). 

Agrieidturc  Is  dtHerent 
in  New  Zealand  and  is 
typified  by  raShig  hills  cov¬ 
ered  wHIi  pas^e  -  land 
aad  small  grata.  Com  is 
raised  ta  the  warm  north¬ 
ern  part  af  the  island,  but 
the  southern  part  of  the 
eeuntry  has  temperatare 
that  is  too  low  for  this 
crop.  Beeause  of  the  agra¬ 
rian  economy,  there  is  lit¬ 
tle  heavy  industry  on  the 
distant  island. 

When  questioned  about  the 
educational  system  by  the  col¬ 


lege  student,  Menzies  explain¬ 
ed  that  education  Is  arranged 
on  an  English  system  in  New 
Zealand.  Youth  eight  to  thir¬ 
teen  years  of  age  attend  pri¬ 
vate  boarding  schools  compar¬ 
able  to  our  high  schools. 

Boys,  who  can  finish  school 
at  the  age  of  15,  can  cam' 
high  wages.  Girls  can  become 
assistants  in  "shops’*  (stores) 
upon  finishing  school  at  15. 

Remarkable  to  the  per¬ 
sonable  Mr.  Menzies  is  the 
high  proportion  of  young 
people  attending  college. 
He  stated  that  there  is  no 
need  to  compete  for  col¬ 
lege  entrance  in  New  Zea¬ 
land,  where  all  fees  are 
paid  by  'tiie  government, 
except  a  small  lecture  fee. 

If  tiw  stndent  qualifies  as 
a  resale  of  passing  certain 
tests,  even  tbe  tenure  fee 
is  CMceled. 

Travel  has  flavored  the  life 
of  Menzies.  After.- c<«npleting 
the  U.  S.  equivalent  of  high 
school,  Menzies  returned  to  the 
tom,  but  experienced  discon¬ 
tent  and  decided  upon  further 
education.  He  studied  at  Cam¬ 
bridge  University,  England, 
where  he  received  a  degree  in 
agronomy. 

For  several  summers,  ^  a 
result  of  a  student  exchange, 
Ian  worked  on  a  farm  in  Den¬ 
mark.  Also  he  lived  for  a  time 
in  Holland,  working  on  a  farm 
there. 

High  prices  plus  low  wages 
combine  to  form  an  economic 
situation  in  New  Zealand  sim¬ 
ilar  to  United  States  inflation.

ed  and  controlled. 

”1  think  that  Mie  of  the  most 
singular  things  different  in  the 
United  States  is  that  you  have 
much  more  variety  in  food  and 
clothing,”  commented  Ian  in 
his  decidedly  British  accent. 
‘‘Air  conditioning  is  too  expen¬ 
sive  and  unnecessary  except  in 
Auckland,  a  northern  city  of 
500,000  people.” 

Crowds  of  people  on  the 
move  are  not  common  in  New 
Zefdand.  The  highway  systems 
here  have  impressed  Mr.  Men¬ 
zies,  “but  the  gravel  roads 
past  farms  compare  to  farm 
roads  in  New  Zealand,”  he 
said. 

His  visit  in  the  United  States 
was  summed  by  Mr.  Menzies 
as  an  interesting  study  trip. 
His  knowledge  of  soils,  their 
parent  materials,  as  it  applies 
to  farm  chemical  business,  is 
through.
